Salvage value of equipment and 
buildings in the park has been set 
at $525, which the county will 
probably accept, then take out 
whatever is possible to use. 

However, there has been no 
move to accept the engineer of- 
fer for the park site, and it ap- 
pears that county supervisors will 
take no immediate action on the 
engineer offer. In fact there has 
been no time yet set to consider 
the offer. : 

And still unaccepted is an offer 
by the engineers of $166,033 for 
the Tule River Citrus association 
packing house property adjacent 
to Bartlett park, however, direc- 
tors of the packing house are pre- 
paring to make a counter offer to 
‘engineers.

Salmon fishing season will open 
next Saturday in the ocean waters 
south of Tomales Point, Marin 
county. The bag and possession 
limit will be three steelhead or sal- 
mon or combination with a size 
limit of 22 inches from tip of snout 
to extreme tip of tail. 

Anglers without boats contem- 
plating a try on the opening should 
lose no time in making reserva- 
tions on charter boats. 

From the way salmon fishing 
has picked up off the San Luis 
Obispo coast the last three or four 
years, this area will soon pass up 
Monterey and even the ocean fish- 
ing off San Francisco in popular- 
ity and productivity. 

Live bait fishing out of Morro 
Bay has been excellent too with 
plenty of the usual rock fish and 
bass species with ling cod running 
to 19 pounds, also an occasional 
halibut. 

Good minus tides in the after- 
noon now until Saturday with lots 
of shell fish available. Anglers 
can make an all day trip to the 
coast side and enjoy some of the 
excellent barred perch fishing 
while waiting for the tide. Quite 
a number of steelhead are also 
being taken in the tidal waters, 
especially near the mouth of Ar- 
royo Grande creek. 


March the first is the end of the 
coot season unless the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service sees fit to 
recommend an extension if crop 
depredation reports continue to 
be received.

there will have to,be renegotiation ‘of contracts between irrigation dis- 
tricts and the department of the interior, and revision of the federal 


‘| reclamation law. 


We can assume that many words will be spoken, and that many 
cénfusing legal briefs will. be filed before this 160-acre limitation mat- 
ter is finally settled, yet there is a simple way out if our national legis- 
lators want to take the simple way; specifically that simple way is to 
amend the national reclamation law so that the 1|60-acre limitation 
does not apply to the Central Valley project. 

We recommend that this be done, for it would be basically just to 
do so. And there is legal precedent for doing so, since, in the past, 
congress has seen fit to change the application of the 160-acre limita- 
tion in certain projects. 

Acreage limitation as included in the 1902 federal reclamation 
‘law, was designed for the usual reclamation project of those days in 
which the federal government opened new land. People who took up 
this land:did so knowing of the acreage restriction, and by restricting 
acreage, the federal government guarded against land speculation by 
individuals, or groups who might otherwise have been able to secure 
great blocks of land and profit unduly as a result of government proj- 
ect work. 

With this idea few people argue. 

But when a reclamation project is brought into a well-established 
agricultural area, as has been done through the Central Valley project 
in the San Joaquin valley, acreage limitation is not justifiable, for this 
limitation forces property owners to give up the results of their efforts 
in past years, sometimes the efforts of several family generations. 

It is just for established property owners, regardless of the size 
of their holdings, to accept the benefits of a reclamation project, if 
i property owners stand their fair share of the costs of those bene- 

its. 

To us, this is simple and basic; to us it would be simple and bas- 
ically just for the congress to except the Central Valley project from 
the 160-acre limitation clause. 

We believe that this clause will be eventually eliminated, because 
it should be eliminated. The complicated course is to carry on the 
legal battle of the Ivanhoe Irrigation district. 

The relatively simple course is for the congress to recognize, that 
an injustice is being done, then amend the existing reclamation law to 
except the Central Valley project from the 160-acre limitation.
